Art. (7) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List to pay debts and defray ex- 
penses of the Town, and if so, how much? 

Art. (8) Shall the Town vote a tax on the Grand List for expense on selected 
roads and cost of maintaining and repairing Town Highways? 

Art. (9) Shall the Town vote a deficit tax of S.14 on the Grand List for a period of 
1 year for the Recreation Account?

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Selectmen’s Report 


The following is a report of the activities of your Town Office: 

During the year of 1976 we have seen many problems arise. The greatest import- 
ance is the tentative closing of the Vermont Marble Company in our Town. During 
the summer months we experienced flooding and the winter storms of 1976 have been 
costly. 

In the summer and fall the sewer extension project was completed. The majority 
of homes have not been connected as completion and State inspection was not accom- 
plished until late fall. It was estimated that the local share of this project would be 
approximately S160.000, however this was revised during construction to be at $83,000. 
Under this grant we have applied for monies to obtain a Sludge Applicator Vehicle, 
our share is 10%. This vehicle was recommended by the Water Resources Department. 
It is their opinion that within the near future the drying beds system will be eliminated. 
The vehicle could at this time be included under the project. From all indications 
Federal assistance in water pollution projects will be drastically reduced. 

We have worked closely with the West Rutland Development Corporation. Rut- 
land Regional Planning and the Vermont Economic Development Corporation to 
obtain new industries for our Community. We have sought assistance from our Con- 
gressional Representatives. 

Revenue Sharing monies purchased a new school bus and a truck for the highway 
department. Money designated for highway improvement was used to pave Marble 
Street, Tower Lane and Pleasant Street. This year we are requesting that Revenue 
Sharing Money be used to satisfy our contribution to various organizations thus reduc- 
ing the contribution through taxes. Due to the uncertainty of the Grand List we are 
requesting that a portion of Revenue Sharing be allocated to multi-purpose govern- 
ment. Prior to this time this money has gone into capital expenditures providing for 
new equipment and recreational facilities. 

Under Federal Urban Highway Development System Clarendon Avenue will be 
resurfaced this summer. Our contribution for this project will be 15% of the total cost 
which will be approximately S40.000. 

Litigation on the Waste Disposal Suit has been settled out of Court. The Town 
retained $33,275 held under the main contract, S20.350 retained under the house 
connection contract, $70,000 final Federal payment and final State payments. Dis- 
allowed by agreement was some $268,000 claimed by the Contractor. The suit was a 
costly one after six years of legal fees, hearing it in Court would have been even more 
costly. It was felt by our Attorney that under the financial circumstances of the con- 
tractor we would be further ahead by settling it out of Court. 

Planning for a Shopping Center has been renewed, this project will hopefully 
commence in the spring. We are still working on the Castleton River Watershed Pro- 
ject. All easements and rights-of-way must be obtained prior to any construction: 
this has presented some problems. 

The Solid Waste Division Agency of Environmental Conservation has filed suit 
against the Town and its Landfill. We are appearing before this Board along with 


other Rutland County Towns and Rutland Regional Planning Commission to attempt 
some type of solution for this problem in the County. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank the people of the Community for their 
support throughout this difficult year.

School Health Department Report 

Spring Semester, 1976 — Fall Semester, 1977 

Our Dental Program, sponsored by the PTO. under the direction of Dr. Edward 
Reimann and Mrs. Helena Waterhouse RDH. served 364 students with dental examin- 
ations. cleaning and fluoride treatments. Many families were referred to the Tooth 
Fairy Bill and Vermont Dental Care. Inc. in Rutland. 

Weekly fluoride rinses are now being done in kindergarten through grade 6, Pub- 
lic School, and grades 1-8 at St. Stanislaus. Statistics over a four year period taken by 
the State Dental Division show a 35% improvement in the Dental Health of our chil- 
dren. 

Scoliosis Screenings were performed on all students K-12 Public School and Grade 
1-8 St. Stanislaus. Seven students were referred to their private physicians and the 
Vermont Handicapped Children's Clinics. 

Audio-Visual Testing was completed on all students. Fifteen ( 15) students were 
referred for visual impediments, including amblyopia, ryopia. nystagmatism and hy- 
poropia. Seven (7) students were referred to and are being treated by VAC and Vt. 
Hearing Clinics for hearing impediments. 

The Vitamin Program sponsored by the PTO is in force in both schools. Many 
students have taken advantage of this. 

Three-hundred twenty-eight (328) throat cultures were sent on students to the 
State Public Health Lab in Burlington. Many students have had the benefit of early 
treatment for strep infections. 

Two immunization and well child conferences, along with pre-school testing was 
done in the fall of 1976. Physical exams were offered to kindergarten and first grade 
students. Dr. James Thomas of Rutland, was the attending physician. Dr. Thomas 
has consented to cover our School health department, for which we are most grateful. 

Sport physicals for the girl's Field Hockey team were done by Dr. Thomas. Sport 
Screenings for the fifth and sixth grade boys and seventh and eighth grade girls was 
done by School Nurse. 

Classes taught by School Nurse include Health Movies and teaching to fifth and 
sixth grade girls, both schools; Dental instruction, grades K-6, both schools. Emer- 
gency First Aid to Home Ec. Classes — also Home Nursing to Family Living classes. 
A Nurse’s Aide Program for students interested in health careers and for credit is 
offered. 

Courses attended by Mrs. Davis were Advanced Medical and Surgical Nursing 
with emphasis on Physical assessment. A guide to Physical exams at University of 
Vermont and Castleton State College. 

Mrs. Joan Wiskowski. Registered Dental Hygienist has joined our Health Dept, 
for our 1977 Dental Program — and we all welcome her. 

Many, many thanks to the mothers, staff and students who have volunteered and 
worked with our Health Dept. A special thanks to Dr. Thomas. Dr. Reimann and all 
parents for their cooperation.

As the Director of the Rutland Area Visiting Nurse Association. Inc., it is my 
pleasure to present our Annual Report for the year 1976. 

The home health care demand continues to grow and we are striving to provide 
the best possible quality and quantity of care to the people in your area. Our program 


still includes Skilled Nursing. Physical Therapy, Speech Therapy, Occupational Ther- 
apy and Homemaker Home Health Aide Service. We provide preventive health clin- 
ics to Senior Citizens and supply nursing staff to Well Child Conference Clinics. We 
now have a home dialysis nurse to provide service in the home and we also do contract 
school nursing. 

The Agency continues to work with all agencies in the county to coordinate and 
try to bring the best possible continuity of care to all people in need. We work closely 
with the hospital and extended care facilities for better discharge planning. We pro- 
vide pre-natal classes for expectant parents with follow-up care in the home for the 
new born and mother if there is a need. 

Total direct services into the home that have been provided in your area are as 
follows: 


Skilled Nursing Visits 1 144 

Physical Therapy Visits 75 

Speech Therapy Visits 0 

Occupational Therapy Visits 7 

Homemaker-Home Health Aide Visits 231 


We are a certified Home Health Agency, meeting all federal requirements under 
the Medicare Program. 

We do many evaluation visits in the home for physicians to determine patients 
needs and report back, possibly preventing hospitalization. This continues to be a very 
worthwhile part of our program even though it is not a chargable visit. 

I would like to express our appreciation for the interest and the support given by 
your town for the past years and also for the future. We are always happy to provide 
all the health services that we can. If your town has special needs and requests, let 
us hear from you. 

We are looking forward to continued growth in the coming year.

Rutland Opportunity Council, Inc. 

The Rutland Opportunity Council meets the needs of low-income and elderly 
people. The Council provides services and prs grams for people who need help in 
solving their problems. 

During 1976 R.O.C. provided 624 direct services for the families we served. These 
services meet such needs as transportation, help with forms, social service informa- 
tion, counselling and personal needs. The Council helped a number of West Rutland 
families with their energy needs: 16 cords of wood to 12 homes, supplied 6 families 
with stoves IS9181, 23 fuel loans ($1016) and winterized 42 homes ($953). Other work 
in West Rutland this past year included the support of the Senior Group (36 Senior 
Citizens), chore services, financial support of Summer Recreation Program of the West 
Rutland Babe Ruth League (S150), and cooperative agency work (eg. Nutrition Pro- 
ject). 
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The Council appreciates the financial support which the Town of West Rutland 
has provided in the past (S15001 and we hope we can count on this support for the com- 
ing year. We invite suggestions from the citizens of West Rutland; our worker in the 
area. Marge Wells, is always interested to hear about family or community needs 
where we might be able to help. 


Rutland Mental Health Service Report 


On Town Meeting Day in 1976, the residents of West Rutland approved an allo- 
cation of 51,450 for Rutland Mental Health Service to help support services provided 
to your townspeople of all ages and incomes. This year. Rutland Mental Health Ser- 
vice is requesting an allocation of SI, 786 from your town. This request is based upon 
the population of your town and will help defray the rising cost of services. While 
this amount is higher than last year's request, we hope you can increase the appropri- 
ation so that it approaches this request. 

Last year, your town was one of 23 out of 27 towns which voted to support us. 
Your allocation helped support a variety of programs and services. Outpatient coun- 
seling, Day Hospital services. Big Brother/Big Sister and the Retired Senior Volunteer 
program have operated at capacity. The Youth and Family Activities, 24-hour Emer- 
gency Service, alcohol education l CRASH i programs, and the consultations to schools, 
social agencies and physicians filled important needs. 

Services to the developmentally disabled (the retarded, cerebral palsied, epilep- 
tic and others! expanded through the opening of a work -oriented Opportunity Center. 
The Vermont Department of Special Education began to support our preschool pro- 
gram financially. A Community Education program, directed toward the every day 
mental health concerns of the community, was also developed. 

Actual services provided during 1976 to West Rutland are summarized below.

Report of 

West Rutland Recreation Committee 

Our meetings regarding the summer program for 1976 began in April. As in the 
past, the Selectmen, who control all funds, reviewed the proposals and allocated the 
funds. Mr. Lucien Wiskoski, a Selectman, was appointed as coordinator of the Recre- 
ation Department again this year. 

In May, with the cooperation of the Fish and Game Department, we held our 
fourth successful Fishing Derby at Sabotka's. 

This past year we hired Bill Johnson as director of our eight week summer pro- 
gram. His duties included lifeguarding and maintaining our recreational area at Sa- 
botka's. Due to the flood damages our pool had to be closed early. The Army Corps 
of Engineers and The Vermont State Water Resources Board assessed damages at the 
area and clearance of residue is anticipated this spring with monies received from the 
Government by the town. Mr. Paul Austin conducted a successful swimming lesson 
program despite the floods. Due largely to the generosity of Mr. & Mrs. Peter Musca- 
tello, Mr. & Mrs. Walter Davis and Mr. & Mrs. Lucien Wiskoski for the use of their 
pools, we were able to continue this program. 

Three outdoor dances were held for the Teens of our Town at the tennis court 
with Robert Bascom, a local disc jockey, with good attendance. 

Before getting the town ice rink started, we conducted a survey of townspeople 
as to whether we'd have a rink in town or bus the children to Rutland to use the indoor 
rink. The majority of people were in favor of maintaining our own rink and shack. 
After reviewing applicants for the job, we hired Mr. Maurice Bartlett and family. The 
weather has been favorable and due to the excellent maintainence of the rink, we have 
had skating since Christmas. 

We wish to publicly thank the Selectmen and the many people who donated their 
time and efforts to our program.
